Remark 

• This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed after final rejection on August 6, 
2009, which will be entered into the file. 

• Claims 38-47 remain pending in this application. 

Examiner's Amendment 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Mr. Philip 
Conrad (Reg. No. 34,567) on August 24, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 38, line 10, insert "that tapers continuously to a minimum height" before --and being 
contiguous with at least one adjacent cell-, 

In claim 43, line 10, insert "that tapers continuously to a minimum height" before -and being 
contiguous with at least one adjacent cell-. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: of the prior art references 
considered, none has disclosed a method and apparatus for generating auto-stereo three-dimensional view 
wherein the apparatus is comprised of an image on a substrate, that is including a plurality of interspersed 
views made up of pixels organized in plurality of cells wherein each cell containing a plurality of pixels 
that together make up a predetermined range of views and each cell has a maximum height in a first 
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direction, tapers continuously to a minimum height, and being contiguous with at least one adjacent cell 
in a second direction as to form one of a plurality of cell rows, The cell rows lying adjacent to each other 
in the first direction with cell positions being staggered in the second direction from one row to an 
adjacent row such that a maximum cell height in a first row aligns substantially with a minimum cell 
height in an adjacent row. Cell in adjacent rows lie partially adjacent to each other in the second 
direction. The apparatus further comprises a barrier screen in front of the image to provide parallax 
effect and having plurality of rows of staggered apertures such that the apertures are elongated in the first 
direction and having a height in the first direction approximately equal to the maximum height of the cells. 
The cell rows are separated by a plurality of dark ripple lines on the image substrate.
